Beas. Although this sketch will not fulfill the 
requirements of the geutioman’s gotiee, yet, enp- 
posing that he wishes to know for the purpose of 
cattivating the plant te obtain the ofl, these few 
mpmarks may be scceptabic. The Castor Off 
plant seems to be a native of the East Indies, 
4} Greece and Africs, from whence it has been in- 
trodeced lato the West Indies and America. It 
ts cultivated to a great extent in meny parts of the 
Uatted States, sithough R does not seem to de as 
thrifty as in India, where it offen attains the 
height of from 15 to 20 feet. It ts thoagat by 
,the most of people acquainted with it to be » 
very profitable crop to raise, as it ls very prolific 
in affording seeds from which the oil is exprese- 
ed; and for this reason many have gone into this 
business. The consumption of the oi! In this 
country is bere in the neighb 4 of he- 
tweee five and six bundred thoussad pounds 
yearly, and the quantity used is stil! increasing 
yearly. In Iiipois and some of the neighboring 
States It was so abundant that it was frequently 
used in lamps. The soil of the most of the States 
of the Uniom seeme to be well adapted to its 
growth, and the reason why it grows more thrifty 
in the Indies, is probably, that the climate is 
warmer than here and the seasons longer; but I 
do not know that it yields the oil im greater abund- 
ance than it dees in our States. 

The manner in which the oil is prepared im this 
country is about as follows: The seeds are 
cleansed from all extraneous matter, and pat 
im a reservoir, and then bested « very little ia 
order to make the off more liquid so that it can 
be more easily expressed. They are then put in 
4 very powerful press and pressed. By this means 
4 whitish oily liquid is obtained, which is thea put 
into boilers with quite « quantity of water. This 
is all boiled together and skimmed off, leaving the 
| clear of! om top of the water. The off is then 
| poured off and boiled again in « litthe water until 
the aqueous vapor ceases to arise, and the ofl be- 
comes clear. In regard to ite prolitie qualities, 
one bushel of seeds will afford about nine gallons 
and a-half of good ofl. Oi! prepared without 
heat is called cold pressed castor ofl, bat it dees 
not appear to be any more active as a medicine 
v0. c.
